Cloyd H. Marvin yeaterdhy' 
confirmed acquisition by the Uni- 
versity of 41,180 square feet of land 
in the block bounded by C. H, 22nd 
and 23rd Streets, as the site for a 
new auditorium-gymnasium. Nego- 
tiations in the purchase were con- 
cluded last Monday. 

In confirming the acquisition. 
President Mar\’in expressed his 
gratitude for the efforts of the Uni- 
versity’s Board of Trustees, and his 
appreciation to Mr. John Ihider, 
head of the Alley Dwelling Author- 
ity of tlie District of Columbia for 
giving the University the oppor- 
tunity to secure the land. 

Now that d suitable site Is avail- 
able, it is hoped that alumni of 
the University will help in raising 
the necessary funds for erection of 
the building. 


Clarence W. DeKnlght, well-known 
Washington li^wye,r and an alumnus 
of the University, who died here 
Nov. 22, left the bulk of his $291,000 
estate to the Law School, il was 
disclosed today when his will was 
filed for probate. 

I Mr. DeKnight was graduated from 
the Law School with an LI.B. in 
1891, received hia Ll.M. in 1892, and 
his M.D.L in 1896. 

He directed that the legacy bo 
paid to the University trustees 
without restriction, but he did state 
that It was his wish that the money 
be designated “The Clarence De- 
Knight Fund” and the income from 
it be used for academic prizes or 
to endow some chair of law. 

The bequest will not take effect 
until the death of five |>cr.sons, who 
will receive the income from the 
estate during their lives.

jriELEGATES front 21 American 
" republics assembled today at 
Buenos Aires, Argentina, to solidify 
regional organization Hi the West- 
ern Hemisphere. Out of the con- 
ference could come a united Amer- 
ican front. The Latin American 
governments, responding to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's call for peace In 
the New World, have shown the 
desire to co-operate with Washing- 
ton In a program covering peace, 
nautraltty, economics, international 
law and cultural relations. 

Pan American conferences for 
peace, trade, neutrality and other 
subjects have been convened at 
More or lass regular intervals since 
1889 when James <3. Blaine, United 
States Secretary of State, welcomed 
Latin American delegations to Wash- 
ington. Out of these sessions have 
come solutions of various problems. 
But constructive as these meetings 
have been, the feeling of good will 
which the Latin American repre- 
sentatives carried with them into 
the convention this morning has 
been lacking.' 

Briefly, the Buenos Aires confer- 
ence seeks the perfection of exist- 
ing international treaties for the 
maintenance of peace and the de- 
sirability of incorporating them into 
one Instrument. It seeks considera- 
tion of methods for future codifi- 
cation of International law through, 
perhaps, the establishment of an 
inter-American Court of Justice. 

Also Frame# Rulea 
Also, it proposes to prepare and 
frame rules having to do with the 
rights and duties of American neu- 
trals and belligerents in times of 
European and Far Eastern wars. It 
plans to draw up regulations limit- 
ing the organization and armaments 
of American national defense to 
'guarantee only Internal security of 
nations and thalr defense against 
foreign aggression.

given mood and not overdo It dra- 
matically. 

The program began with several 
songs of Sokoloff and Tchalkowsky 
and then continued with a few Ori- 
ental pieces showing the true scope 
of the Russian country and the va- 
riety of* peoples that It enclrclelt 
pointing out for instance the con- 
trast In temperament between e 
Caucasian and a Georgian folk song. 
This part of the recital was kept 
alive pSrticuiarly by the Informal- 
ity with which request numbers 
1 were thrown in whenever the quar- 
tet thought It fit to present them* 

Typical Russian folk songs con- 
stituted most, of the -second part of 
the program. With these the quar- 
tet showed that by maintaining tht 
simplicity of the song the true na- 
ture of folk music is best brought 
out: this is true especially In tha 
rase of Russian art with its color- 
ful, almost hysterical gaynesa and 
its deep melapcholy. Thus the au- 
dience which came to hear some- 
thing exceptional was not- disaiH 
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tual inling of, shall we say, Uni-^Kif ' 
versity coiuciousnesa. There for 
moment each individual student 
was made to feel truly that

'J’HAT Homecoming rally at the Rialto Theater 
Wednesday night witneaaed a new high in atu- 
dent enthuiiasm here. It aeemed to touch off a 
spark that took spirit of students generally higher 
than it has been for at least three years, and I’m 
told by old students that spirit was better than it's 
been for an even longer period.

Only spas- 
modic success, and this year's football (earn was 
reported to be the most successful George Washing- 
ton elevent since 1908. 

Then, there is the fact that it was i holiday eve 
and students, consequently, felt freer to let merri- 
ment reign supreme. . I have ^n enthysium and 
celebration rampant when there was no holiday on 
the morrow, but it is always a little subdued or 
clouded by the thought of 8 a.m. the next day. ITe 
rally Wednesday was not handicapped by that 
factor. 

Last, I would say numerous parties at fraternity 
houses and apartments before the rally played an 
important part. Those in attendance arrived in 
good tpirita and were literally rarin' to go. They

Biochemistry Department’# 
Study of Hormones 
Explained > 

Dr. Vincent du Vigneaud. pro- 
fessor of biochemistry, made a pre- 
liminary report of the., work that 
has' been und#r way in the bio- 
chemistry department on the blood 
pressure raising and uterine con- 
tracting hormones, pitressln, and 
pitocin;' of the posterior lobe of 
the pituary gland* at "the faculty 
seminjar luncheon Wednesday at 
the Cosmos Club. 

Tfie work brought forth convinc- 
ing evidence that these hormones 
are sulpher containing compounds* 
A new model of approach to tha 
problem of purifying and separat- 
ing them, based on differential mi- 
gration in an electric field was pre- 
sented. The apparatus usfd was 
designed by the Unverslty'i electri- 
cal engineering department. 

Thlk method has demonstrated 
that these two hormones exist in 
a simple extract of the gland as 
two distinct substances, instead pf 
one substance capable of causing 
two different physiological reap- 
tions. ' 


Dr. James Defandorf, instructor 
in pharmacology, gave a paper en* 
titled “Effects of Paraldehyde on 
the Blood Sugar Level," at the 
pharmacplpgy, seminar -^Wednesday. 

This was a preliminary report 
on the effect of paraldehyde ana* 
thesia on the blo<^ sugar .level of 
dogs. The investigation showed 
that under experimental conditions, 
paraldehyde in anasetlc doses 
cause a moderate rise in the biopd 
sugar level of these animals over 
a perio<l of six hours. 'l*he increase 
was the greatest during \he fifs\ 
and second hours. The maximum 
rise occurred during the induction 
of the anathesia. The level then 
fell toward normal during the ana- 
thesia and recovery stages. 

Paraldehyde Is a hypnotic norm- 
ally used to induce sleep, but Its 
use has recently been . advocated 
in combination with .benzyl alcohol 
for relieving labor pains by Dr. 
lioward Francis Kand, professor 
of obstetrics and gynecology, and 
Dr. George B. Roth, professor of 
pharmacology.
